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MANITOBA FARMERS MAY 
GET GOVERNMENT ASSIST 
FOR HAIL LOSSES 


A vicious hail storm that cut 


swath across southwestern Manitoba 
last week did $15,000,000 damage to 
crops alone, the provincial agricul- 
ture department estimated Tuesday, 

About 40 townships of farm land 
suffered 100 per cent crop loss dur- 
ing the storm. Indications were that 
not more than 10 per cent of the loss 
was covered by hail insurance as 
the storm hit an area usually con- 
sidered not susceptible to hail. 

Farmers, however, stand a good 
chance of getting Prairie Farm As- 
sistance payment from the federal 
government. Usually hail damage 
does not cover an area large enough 
to establish the “block” of damaged 
crops needed to bring the PFA sys- 
tem into effect. But in the solid 
area hit by last week's storm there 
should be no trouble setting up the 
blocks, 

The storm slashed across the prov- 
ince from Elkhorn on the Saskatche- 
wan border to Snowflake on the U.S. 
boundary, destroying crops in a strip 
12 miles wide and 125 miles long. 
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Flight was U.S. Navy project.

‘be traversed to cross the railway 
tracks and connect with the main 
roads leading West, northwest and 
southwest. We also submit that the 
; cost of hard surfacing within the 
; town itself should not be placed 
totally upon the town, in view of the 
nature of the traffic that can reas- 
onably be expected to use it. We 
also Wish to point out that this 
problem has been solved in many 
towns by the government providing 
east and west hard surfaced roads.

Toll Reaches New High 

Highway accidents in Alberta still 
take an alarming number of lives 
despite the efforts of the police. pro- 
vincial government and other bodies 
to stimulate interest in safety 

The provincial highways depart- 
ment has stated that its general pol- 
icy is to put engineering safety into 
the main roads which carry the 
great volume of traffic. This is seen 
in the number of instances where 
highways have been = straightened 
and dangerous corners eliminated 
or given greater visibility to the 
driver, 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that 93 
persons were killed in car accidents | 
in Alberta in the six months ended 
June 30. This was one more than 
the similar period of last year. 

Not only the number of deaths 
rose but the same trend was dis- | 
closed in car accidents and persons | 
injured, 

A compilation for the period shows | 
1.778 persons injured, compared | 
with 1,679 in the same period of last | 
year, while the number of car acci- | 
dents increased from 7,599 to 
8,322, } 

In the State of Oregon, it has | 
been decided that the major need 
for improving an organized attack 
on the traffic accident problem is 
a state-wide traffic organization, ap- 
pointed by the governor, to co-ordin- 
ate the traffic safety campaign in 
the state. 

This was the determination of the 
Oregon delegation, after attending 
the western region conference of the 
President's Traffic Safety Commit- 
tee in San Francisco,

Remain At Accident ! ! ! 


Complaints have been voiced by 
police authorities over the tendancy 
of persons to leave the scene of an 
accident, sometimes making it diffi- 
cult to assemble essential evidence. 

Recently, it was reported that in 
one city, there were 3 instances in 
a week of children being struck by 
motorists but when police arrived, 
injured persons had been removed 


and witnesses had disappeared. 


While recognizing that an emer- 
gency often requires quick action to 
remove an injured person, it should 
be borne in mind by witnesses that | 
co-operation with the police also is | 
important to all concerned, 

There is the further requirement | 
on a person involved in an accident | 
with another vehicle to remain at 
the scene and report the facts to 
the police. 

In some Alberta courts, the usual | 
penalty for a person involved in a 
motor accident who leaves the scene 
in contravention of the law is $25 
and costs.
